WITH reference to your letter of the 27th December, regarding the withdrawal 
of the troops from the Bushire-Shiraz road, I am directed by the Secretary of State 
for India to transmit copy of a telegram from the Deputy Political Resident at 
Bishizo, explaining the operation contemplated against Zair Khidar and Sheikh 
‘Hussein, together with a copy of that to which it is in reply. i 

‘The Government of India have not yet expressed their concurrence in the pro- 
posals for the preliminary measures to he taxen against the Khans, but the “ rounding 
up '” operations to be undertaken subsequently correspond to the proposals made in 
their telegram of 21st November. Mr. Montagu therefore proposes, with the 
‘concurrence of the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to inform them that their 
propos for dealing finally with the two Khans are approved, subject to the 

following conditions :— 

(a,) That the operations be s0 conducted that the evacuation of all troops (except. 
those to be retained in Bushire) by 1st April next should be possible. 

(b) That the troops should not be retained in Persia beyond Ist April unless 
their retention for a short period will clearly render feasible a success 
which would not otherwise Ks attained, 

(¢.) That the troops must in any event be evacuated before the hot weather.

IN continuation of report dated the 13th November, 1919. 

1, Whe political situation in Tehran remains absolutely quiet. ‘The Opposition has 
eon paralysed by the deportation of its leaders (previously reported), and has 

ractically ‘ceased to exist as a political foree, A certain amount of liostility to the 
Qovernmont still exists, and finds expression in occasional seditious leaflets and seoret 
meetings; but the Grm, but just and generous dealing of the Prime Minister with his 
political opponents, and the general improvement of conditions which is due to the 
suppression of brigandage and restoration of order in the proviness, have disarmed 
criticism, and the few irteconcilables still at large are not taken seriously. ‘The winter 
hhas been exceptionally mild, aud food is plentiful in comparison with recent years. 

2, The arrival of General W. E.R, Dickson, O.M.G., C.1-E., on the 1th December, 
followed by that of other members of the Military Com 
interest atnong the upper classes, and’ has been well received on the whole as the first 
visible sign of the exeoution of the Anglo-Persian Agreement, ‘The general attitude of 
the people of Tehran towards the mission is friendly but undemonstrative,

‘War, and General Dickson’ follow ind the meeting closed after formally electing 
Colonel Moens and Licutenant-Colonel Fizlollah Khan as British and Persian Seore- 
taries respectively. ‘The next meeting will take plice on the 24th instant, 

5, Previous to the opening meeting, a question arose as to the presidency of the 
Commission ‘his was settled by the Prime Minister and His Britannic Majesty's Minister 
in consultation; it was decided that the Deputy Minister of War, Prince Salare 
Lashkar, should’ be nominally president on bebalf of the Ministry of War, buv that he 
wouldat the first, meeting say that he might at any time be kept away by his duties in 
the Ministry of War and ask General Dickson to conduet the * proceeding.” (Prince 
Salare Lashkar is the son of Firinan Firma and brother of Prince Nosrat-ed-Dowleb, 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, now in London.) 

6. While awaiting the arrival of the other members of the Commission, General 
Dickson has, at the invitation of their commanding officers, inspected all the troops in 
ebran, with the exception of the Cossack Division. Hitherto Colonel Starosselsky has 
not invited General Dickson to inspect his division, and it has not been eo od 
politic to force an issue, at sey mere until the Commission bad arrived and was otal 
constituted. Colonel Starosselsky has, however, offered to furnish General Dickson wit! 
all the information he requires regardiug the division. 

7. The attitude of the troops towards the British Commission, as far as it can be 
gauged at present, may be summed up as follows :— 


‘The Gendarmerie rink and file ure indifferent, but many of the Persian officers, 
‘though not actually hostile to the British, are content» with things as they are and are 
suspicious of any change. Colonel’ Gleerup, the Commandant-in-chief, is co-operating 
whole-heartedly with the British, 


ission, aroused considerable 
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‘The Central Brigade are genuitely anxious to be taken over by the British, ‘This 
is due to the fact that tinder the present régime they are badly fed and clothed and 
irregularly paid, and they hope for improved conditions under British control, 

The Coseack Division rank and file are indifferent, The Russian officers are, of 
course, hostile, and an influential body of Persian officers are also actively but seoretly 
hostile to the British, These officers, who include two field-marshals, two generals, 
four major-generals and a number of colonels, have formed a secret society in the 
division with the object of resisting its transference to British control. ‘There is no 
doubt that Colonel Staroaselsky is aware of the existence of this society, and it 
is highly probable that he is actively encouraging it, 
___ the members of this society aro CRE cultivating the theory that the division 
is under the direct command of the Sliah, and that, neither its command nor its 
constitution can be changed except by the order of His Majesty, “They have made 
some capital out ofthe fact that the Cossack Division alone, out of all the troops in 
‘Tehran, has not been inspected by General Dickson.

making it clear that British merchandise imported by whatsoever hence was to 
benefit equally by the tariff, and paragraph 2 was inserted to effect this object. This 
stipulation may have practical importance if any difficulties should arise in future as to 
the status in Persia of the Bagdad Jows, who are in many cases the importers of 
British goods into Persia. 

Paragraph 3.—The 1908 Convention empowered the British colonies to withdraw 

from the convention on condition of losing most-favoured-nation treatment in Persia, 
This, paragraph makes it clear that the same right extends to every pant of the 
British Empire other than the United Kingdom which possesses a customs régime, eg,, 
or (in virtwe of peragraph 1) Egypt and Mesopotamia, 
Paragraph specific provision was made in the 1903 Convention for the 
treatment of British ships and boats in Persian ports and harbours, ‘This paragraph 
provides reciprocally for the treatment of shipping on a ‘national’ and also on a 
‘most-favoured nation” basis in Persian and British ports and harbours respectively. 
Hitherto we have always enjoyed this treatment in Persia, but it, was thought dae 
to provide for it expressly, capes ‘as « shipping article figures in the German-Persian 
Commercial Treaty of 1873, which isstill presumably in foroo, ‘This paragraph deals with 
‘a question which was not ‘provided for in the 1903 Convention, but which has recently 
been recognised as possessing special importance, namely, the question of transit, goods, 
Persia was not previously a transit country, but, owing to the interruption of 
communications in Europe, Russia and the Caucasus due to the war, there has 
recently been a certain amount of transit trade from India across Persia to Central 
Asia, With the development of railways and roads in Persia, the question of transit 
will become an increasingly important one, and this paragraph laya the foundation for 
proper system of transit facilities on condition of reciprocity. ‘The details are to bo 
prescribed in customs regulations (which under the 1903 Conyention require to be 
agreed by the British Legation at ‘Tebran). Certain general provisions, dealing with 
the subject have been inserted in the Customs Regulations embodied in Annex 2 of 
the agreement. (Article 40 a), 

‘aragraph 6.—This paragraph deals with excise and represents a concession, to 
Persia Laving regard to the provision of article 2 of the 1908 Convention whi 
exempted British merchandise imported into. Persia from all internal charges of this 
nature. Without derogating from. the principle of this exemption, the paragraph 
provides that, if an excise duty should be established on tobacco, opium, alcohol. or 
salé at a rate exceeding the import duties applicable to these commodities, the 
respective import duties imay be increased by thy amount of the difference. ‘Tho 
provisions of the paragraph were limited to the aboye four commodities as, if general 
powers of this kind had been conferred, they might have been made the means of evadin, 
the tariff agreement by increasing the import duties either on articles of which there 
imight be no real production in Persia, ov on articles like sugar, the duties on which, is 
explained below, formed the subject of lengthy discussions, 

Paragraph 7:—This paragraph arose out. of certain discussions on the export 
tariff in connection with which wo lad to point out to the Persian, delegates. thut 
under the existing convention Persia had uo power to prohibit the export of certain 
raw materials, e.g., wool, the couservation of which in-the country might be urgently 
necessary, ‘The difficulty arose from the narrow wording of article 3 of the 1908 
Convention, which limited the right of prohibiting exports to articles of food. We felt, 
that some extension of this right was reasonable and necessary, both in the interest 
of the Persians and of our own country. We, therefore, offered paragraph 7 which 
explicitly extends the right to materials of industry, 

Paragraph 8.—With the possibility of increasing -competition for Peiwian trade 
among the great commercial nations it was felt. important, to secure protection against 
unfair competition, particularly in the form of fulse marking of goods, This parageuph 
accomplishes this object on condition of reciprocity, aud provides for the taking vf 
measures and the issue of Customs Regulations by the Persian Government on the, 
subject of trade-marks and merchandive marks. ‘These regulations will require our 
approval as though they were customs regulations In order to make an immediate 
Uegining we arnged for the invertion of « provision in the customs regulations, 
appended to the agreement, providing for the prohibition, and heneo. for the 
soizure on importation, of goods bearmg false marks or indications of origin, 
(Article 28 (6).) 

Paragraph 9.—This pare sph, besides providing for the substitution of the new 
jimport and export tariffs for Tariffs “A” and “C” apponded to the 1903 Convention, 
[4384] Q 
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imports. ‘The need for increased revenue being admitted, the Persian representatives 
were very anxious to rely on the'sugar duty for obtaining this revenue, but the British 
representatives took the view that as other sourees of revenue could be developed, 
particularly by reorganising the land-tax, it would not be fair to any of the interests 
concerned to contemplate the continuance of such a high import duty on sugur as thie 
Persian representatives proposed. ‘They agreed, however, that the necessary. revenue 
from the Jand und other sources could not be obtained until » considerable amount. of 
preparatory work had been’ done, communications improved and public order enforced 
by the gendarmerie, and they therefore agreed to a temporary surtax (rai to 
native-grown us well us imported sugar) for the next two years, after which our consent 
would be n to any extension, 

_Itom 18 (16): Tea. —The high duties on tea formed the subject of strong complaints 
received by the British representatives in their preliminary enquiries, particularly from 
Indian sources. Tt was not difficult to convines the Persian representatives that the 
duty was so high as to cause extensive smuggling, and the new tariff reduces it to 
two-thirds of ita former level, and at the same time removes a British grievatice, te, 
the imposition on packet tea of duty on gross weight, against which we had received 
great complaints, 

Item 21: Mineral Oile.—The existing duties on petroleum were extremely light, 
no doubt owing to Russian influence in the preparation of the 1903 tariff’ ‘The com: 
modity appeared to be a suitable souree of revenue and the duties were raised toa 
moderate figure (about equivalent to the Indian rate), which will yield a satisfactory 
increase in the revenue from this source, 

Item 25: Machinery and Toola.—In the interests of the development of Persia, » 
specially low rate of 8 per cent. ad valorem was obtained on agricultural machinery, 
locomotives, boilers and similar articles essential for this purpose. 

Ttom 28: Teztiles,—In view of the importance of this heading to British trade, 
care was taken to consult Manchester and Bradford before and diving the negotiations, 
Tt is believed that the results arrived at are generally in accordance with the views 
expressed, and, while the duties agreed on will yield a considerate increase in revenue 
to the Persian Government, their incidence is very moderate even on the basis of 
Besar prices; the most important item is No. 28 (8) (b), (I), Pure Cotton asues, 

fnder this heading the Petsians. put forward a tariff providing for difforenv duties on 
different kinds of tissues, unbleached, bleached, coloured, &o, Both the Manchester 
and Bombay interests whom we consulted were avers to this sub-division und proferred 
either the existing simple classification or au ad valorem mute, ‘Tho tariff as agreed 
maintains substantially the present classification, which has groat advantages. in 
avoiding customs disputes, 

Item 81 (2): Conatructional Metals,—For the same reason as in the casy of 
agricultural machinery, » low rate of 8 per cent. ad valorem was secured for these 
imports, 

Mitem $2: Watches—The existing tariff bore unduly hewvily on ordinary watshes 
as compared with those in gold aud silver, the result being that the trada was very 
small. ‘This defect was remedied in the new, turiff, which secures @ reasonable, specific 
rate for ordinary watches and imposes an ad valorem duty on those made of gold, silver 
or platinum. 

Itom 41 (3): Mining Heplosives, Blasting Powder, &o.—'hess substances being 
required for the development of the country are rated in the tariff at 8 per cent., like 
agricultural machinery and constructionid steel, 

Item 42; Chemicals.—Tho existing tarifl imposed a uniform duty on all kinds of 
chemicals, excepting salts of soda, which had a much smaller duty, ‘he specilic duty 
wwas adhered to for éalte of soda, chloride of limb and chemical fardlisera; but exoeph 
for these it was considered, in view of tle great variety of kinds and values of modern 
chemical products, that an ad valorem dity would be beneficial to trade, and this was 
secured, 

Ttem 47: Tobacco.—The existing tariff imposed extremely heavy duties on expensive 
cigars, and, though the trade will probably uot be a large one, it was thought. well to 
bring the duty on these articles into better relation with the duties on other forms of 
tobacco, This was done by the imposition of an ad valorem rate, 

Item 48: Dyes.—This item was the subject of much discussion in view of its 
importance in relation to the carpet industry of Persia, ‘The existing turif! prohibits 
the importation of aniline colours, but the prohibition is iueffeative owing to the ease 
with which dyes can be smuggled. Opinion in the carpet industry was, somewhnt 
divided as to-whether the import of aniline colours iahould or should’ not. bo allowed, 
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providing that all charges for importation or exportation of goods sliould be in 
conformity with the import and exjort tariffs, (See article 30), ‘Tho question of the 
rate of duty on the export of carpets remained to be settled, and, as in the case of the 
import of dyes, the British representatives felt that the matter was one mainly for 
the Persian Government to decide. The decision finally arrived at was that the duty 
should be at the rate of 25 per cen’. of all carpets in| the dyeing of which, a prohibited 
dye had been employed, but, in onder to give a reasonable interval before this high 
rate of duty came into force, the existing rate of 6 per cent, was continued for 
two years. 

By the second note prefixed to the export tariff; provision is made for the 
formation vf a proper staff of skilled oustoms officials trained in\ technical. knowledge 
‘of dyes. This provision is intended to meet the complaint that tle methods employed 
at the customs houses for deciding whether a carpet presented for export is dyed. with 
aniline or not were exceedingly unsatisfactory. With the rate of duty ut such a figure 
8 25 per cent., the question will be one of great importance to the exporter, and wiless 
4 propely-trained staff is available, disputes will constantly arise and grievance 
vill continue. 

As stated in the covering note, speolal care was taken to consult the 
representatives of the other countries mainly concerned and to give effect to their 
suggestions as far as possible, The attached extract from a letter sent by Sir H 
Llewellyn Smith to the French Minister deals with the details of special interest to 
France, A memorandum of Italian desiderata, waa reosived from the Italian Legation, 
and it was found possible to meet the wishes expressed on certain important points, 
such as the differentiation for the purpose of the tariff between real and antiffotal alle 
and the imposition on the latter of a much lower duty than on the former; and the 
abolition of the rule by which in the case of mixed tissues, the percontago of mixture 
in either the warp or the weft was reckoned separately, the new rule being, based on 
the Italian suggestion that the percentage of mixture in’ the tissue as a whole should 
be the criterion, (See note 1 at the end of item 28),

Article 2—The seoond paragraph of this revised article has relation to 
article 27 (9), which will he dealt with below.

Article 7 (8 and 4)—Theso remedy minor grievances pointed out to us by the 
British Chamber of Commeres at Bushire, auch as tho requirement that « feo of T kran 
per sheet must be paid in respect of every declaration or other document, presented to 
the Customs. ‘The Chamber of Commerce complained that the forms of déclaration were 
so drawn up as to necessitate the use of several sheets, on each of which « separate foe 
was lovied, 

Article 7 (5) and Article 88.—These two artioles definw the eouditions under which 
the Customs take responsibility for goods deposited in their sleds or yards, and bring to 
an end the uncertainty hitherto prevailing as to whether the responsibility for damage 
or lose fell on the Customs, even when the warehouse dues had been paid. 

Article 15.—This addition to the article prevents the Customs from acting in @ 
vexatious mauner by upening more than a due proportion of the packuges presented to

Article 19 (a).—his new regulation is intended to meet the edse of certain Persian 
inland Customs stations, which are situated at some distance from the trontien, ‘The 
Persian Customs have sometimes in the past claimed that the cout of transport from the 
frontier to the custom-house should be included in the valus on which ad valorem duties

Mystery of Tehitcherin's telegram of 20th May is now explained. 

Shortly before Azerbaijan Government became Soviet they had’ concluded with 
Persian-Cancasian mission under Seyyid Zia, subject to ratification, certain agreements 
of exchango of posts, trade, goods, &c. ‘These were under discussion by Cabinet hore 
when Azerbaijan Government declared Soviet. Seyyid Zia, anxious to know whather 
his agreements still stood, instricted his deputy, Sultan Kazim Khan, who had come 
down to Astara to enquire from Baku Governinent whether they still desired to conclude 
agreements and wished Persian mission to remain at Baku, 

Sultan Kazim Khan did so, but meanwhile Moscow represebtatives had agsumed 
control over Baku Government and referred the matter to Moscow, ‘Tehitcherin’s 
telegram is in reply to above.

Prime Minister approved of proposed procedure, though he thought that owing to 
prevalent faction no serious disturbances were to be feared, and that if they ae

He undertook to recommend plan to Shah, but had little hope that His Majesty 
would have courage to adopt it, or waive strong objection which he had expressed in

Tregatd many of the arguments used by Shah as unsound, and believe fear for his 
yates safety to be an important factor in his attitude with regard to the question, but 

nevertheless consider the drastic action proposed might well, as hé contends, have an 
unfavourable effect on liis power effectively to Support our policy, which I believe hit 
to be sincerely anxious to do, so long as he is allowed to do it in his own way, 

We have doubtless means to compel him to dismiss Starosselski, but if we use 
them we shall risk alienating him for a long time, if not permanently, which will very 
greatly increase the already considerable difficulties of our position here, 

Tn spite, therefore, of obvious disadvantages of adopting solution of this question

EING unwell and unable to go out this morning, sent. military attaché to tell 
Prime Minister that according to report which had reached me from sure. source 
Colonel Starosselski was again in commun ion with Bolsheviks and was working 
actively to spread Bolshevik principles amongst officers and men of Cossack division. 
His line was to say that Bolsheviks were after all Russians and thus more) worthy 
than other people of support of Russians. 

._ _Isaid that om the occasion of my last audience of Shah, I had tried to convince 
His Majesty that Starosselski was a Bolshevik and a danger to throne, but. that, ho 
would not believe me, Perhaps this latost report might make him change his tind 
and agree to procedure which I had proposed for dealing with Russian officers of 
division. 

Prime Minister was not much impressed, and. told military attaché that 
Starosselski had often talked in that way before, His Highnoss had his own informa- 
tion about what went on in division and disbelieved accuracy of my information. In 
the meantime Prime Minister had sent Acting Minister for Foreign Adaire to toll me 
that report had been received from Governor of Gilan, who had fled from Resht and 
was at Menjil, to the following effect :-— 

On 15th June after ho had left, Bolsheviks (though whether they wore| regular 
troops or Persians froin Baku was uncertain) had attacked detachment of about 800 
Persian Cossacks which had remained at Resht. Latter hnd fought bravely, but 
finally, their barracks having been bombarded with heavy. guns and s part of them 
burnt, deferice liad become impossible and they had surrendered with logs of about 
thirty killed. Russian officor commanding had been eaptured by Bolshoviks and the 
rest of force was being held by Jumleoi tribe, whoso chief, Kuchik Khan, has'lately 
joined Bolsheviks (Sir P. Cox's telegram No. 361), 

Tueident had caused eonsternation at Resht, whore Bolshoviks had already made 
themselves hated, and Government attached great importance to despatch against them 
of an equal force, which ho believed would be able to beat them, ‘They did not 
number more than 3,000. 

On hearing report, Colonel Starosselaki had begged Prime Minister to allow him 
to undertake this mission at head of 4,000 Cossacks from here. His Highness was 
disposed ta recommend to Shah, whom he will sce this atternoon, that this request, 
should be granted, but wished to obtain my consent bofore doing 80, 

T asked for time for reflection, and, shortly after departure of Minister for Foreign 
Alfairs, teleploned to say that I had no objection, 

Thave acted thus because— 


1. More fact of an advance against Bolsheviks, who probably acted without orders 
fom Moscow, will go far to restore public confidence, while, if it i suceosstal, 
advantage is obvious. Most pressing danger threatening Persia will be removed, anc 
she will regain one of her richest provinces. Question of eventual dismissal of 
Russian officers need not, however, be projudiced. 

2. Departure of Cossacks from Tehran will release, for use in other directions 
where it is badly nieeded, force of gendarmes which had heen necessary 6) koop in 
capital to counterbalance there. 

3. Tf Cossacks go over to the enemy, Shah need have no further compunction in 
the mattor of dismissing Russian officers, while British foree at Men will gain by 
having an open eneiny in front of it instead of a potential one in its rear, 


Acting Minister for Foroign Affairs said that, as I know, of course, money 
wwould be needed to carry out proposed operations ‘and expressed hope that, in tho 
circumstances, His Majesty's Government would consent to continue dari ‘present 
to pay their share of subsidy. 

I replied, of course, that T eould make no promise in this connection and could 
only put his request before His Majesty's Government.

Cossucks are slightly better drilled, but their discipline is a byword, and attitude 
of their Russian officers is such ax to render it necessary to maintain other troops to 
Watch then, Special circumstances have just rendered it possible to employ them 
against Kuchik Khan in Gilan (see my telegram No. 301), but this does not affect 
general question of their loyalty. 
Central, Brigade, of which British officers have only just takou charge, have 
Not up to now even seen a rifle. Porsonal troops of provineial Governors might be 
Jeft out of consideration, 
Persian Goyernment have mot yet come to a decision on report of Military 
ion presented over two months ago, and, after a decision has beou reached 
hs must elapse before troops will be available under British officers for military 
operations.

‘Tehran can be reached directly from Caspian by three other routes. ‘There will thus 
he required dotachments on each of soyen rontes anda strong’ central striking force 
ready to moye to, point of attack. Persian troops stiffened by our own might be used 
in some positions, aud for seven detachments 2,000 Persian gendarmes backed by two 
Tadian battalions, a cavalry regiment and a mountain battery would be required. 

For striking force, a inixed brigade of four infantry battalions (two British), one 
Tndian cayalry regiment and one horse and one howitzer battory. 

‘This force could not prevent landings, but could defeat invaders and throw them 
back into the sea.

‘Tis Highness said that in the circumstances it was clearly impossible for him to 
remain in office. Indeed, even before His Majesty's departure for Europe, there had 


Wi 


heen friction between them, while since his return their relations lind become so bad 
that a definite rupture was only a anatter of time. 

Sitnation was now so critical that a continuation of present discord was a public 
danger, and I had to take the only possible course in declining to advise Shah to 
grant full powers to his Highness against his own inclinations and thus precipitating 
crisis, 

Fyrom moment when he had taken office he had found it impossible to work with 
the Shah, who thought only of his own interests, and he did not, believe anybody else 
would be able to do so. 

Personally he was delighted to be able to rest and try to regain his health, and 
his only regret was that his resignation was taking place ata moment when it would 
be possible to accuse him of deserting his post in face of imminent danger. I replied. 
that nobody, I felt sure, would accuse him of that. 

Tthen expressed my very deep personal regret at loss to his country, and! to my 
own, of his invaluable services, a regret which I felt sure His Majesty's Government 
would share, and I thanked him very warmly for kindness and consideration which he 
had invariably shown me during too brief period of our association, I begged him not 
to allow his temporary disappearance from public life to interrupt our relations and 
deprive me of his help, and asked him to allow me to consult, him whenever I had need 
of his advice. I was very new to my work and needed all the assistance which T could 
obtain from those more experienced than myself, and if he allowed ine to have recourse 
fohim he would be doing a servico to his eountry which I knew that he sincerely 
loved. 

His Highness readily granted my requests, but said that he was unlikely to remain 
near the capital after his retirement, because if he did ho would be obliged to: receive 
visitors, and his successor would certainly accuso him of intriguing against new 
Government. 

In my opinion he certainly would do this, and it is therefore better that he should 
disappear for a time. f 

Tasked him to whom he would recommend Shah to entrust formation of next 
Cabinet, adding that His Majesty and I had’ disoussed matter and were agreed that 
Mushir-ed-Dowleh should first bo summoned. 

His Highness said that that statesman would also be his own choice, but that it 
was most unlikely that he would consent to undertake tusk. (I myself think that 
there in reason to hope tho contrary, seeing that Mushir-ed-Dowleh was ono of tho 
senders of the message referred to in my telegram No. 398.) 

Tasked to whom duty should be confided if Mushir-ed-Dowleh refused to accopt it, 
and his Highness replied that he would recominend Sipadar-Itapazan or Mustauli-ule 
Mamalek, but could not say which he preferred. ‘The former was the moro likely to 
Accept, but was an ill-educated man, and choice of the latter would) probably be’ the 
more popular, but he lacked energy, and was moreover out of favour with His Majesty's 
Government. 

As regards this last point I propose shortly to address to your Lordship telegram 
explaining why in my opinion it is necessary in our own interests and thone of Persia 
to reverse our recent policy of boycotting MustaulinulsMamalek and certain other 
statestnen who share his views, 

Our attitude was no doubt perfectly justified and even inevitable at the time when 
it was adopted, but conditions have now completely changed, aud moment, has come 
to forgive them tieir past offences and ask their help, whic ia indisponsoble. Uo us, 
and which we know will not be refused. 

Unluckily, we shall be unable to find any Prime Minister, however freo from bad 
qualities of present one, possesing eneray, industry, finnuess and power of decision 

isplayed by the latter up to his recent illness. Since that date, a8 I haye hitherto 
omitted to report, he has done very little work, and his doubtless inevitable noglect of 
his duties is one of the contributory causes of present crisis.) 

Prime Minister earnestly warned mo that just as his own Government must have 
fallen, quite independently of his differences with the Shah, in default. of moral and 
finaneial support of His Majesty’s Government, so no other statesman would undertake 
to form Government without it. 

In conclusion he asked me to beg the Shah to intimate to him, in writing, 
acceptance of his resignation, and said that as soon as he received it he proposed to let 
the fact be known. 

Our interview was throughout most cordial, and I feel sure his Highness does not 
consider himself to have been deserted, and harbours no feoling of resentment against

__In the course of a conversation of two and a-half hours we discussed tho following 
points :— 

1, Programme of Cabinet, 

Both were agreed on necosity of advising tho Shab to call meting of notable ap 
proposed in your telegram No. 311, and of issuing some sort of proclamation by His 

fsjesty or communication from Government, and of including in latter a promise that 
Parliament will be summoned, Mushir-ed-Dowleh insisted that new election must 
first bo held, and Tugroed. It is known that the last took place under pressure, and 
meinbers choson are now quite discredited and are, moreover, after waiting for months 
at Tehran with nothing to do and exposed to bad influences, as likely as not to voto 
wrong way. 
suggested that in other respects communication should be on lines of that 
proposed in your telegram No. 311, and asked that it might contain a statemont 
that agreement formed basis of Government's policy, ‘To. this Mushir-ed-Dowleh 
demurred (seo my immediately preceding telegram), and said that, on the contrary, 
it would be more prudent to say agreement was suspended till approved by 
Parliament. 

To this { objected in my turn, saying I could not admit an expression which 
appeared to throw doubt on validity of an instrament signed by. dilly accredited 
representatives of both Governments and aleo to encourage Parliament to roeot 
it, Ivould sanction statement that agreement would he submitted for approval of 
Parliament. 

His Highness said that Vossuk-ed-Dowlch had said as much, and that use of 
phrase would therefore fail to inspire confidence.

He said also. that he should try to coneilinte revolting provinces before 
attempting to reduee thom to submission by force, and would telegraph these at once. 

2% 1 told Mushir-e-Dowleh, by authority conveyed to me by your telegram 
No. 830, to-use part of loan for defence of the country. 

T aim most grateful for this authority, to use of which Financial Adviser has 
agreed and of which advantage will be certainly taken, but I should warn His

Government, 
it would be necessary to say something in proposed proclamation about Anglo-Porsian 
Agreement being in abeyance ponding its consideration by Parliament, He thorotoro 
hoped that T would consent to withdraw my objection to that phrase. 

I said that I could not approve of any expression which throw doubt on validity of 
agreoment, but finally suggested a form of words, which. his Highnoss tevepted, 10 tho 
effect that execution of agreement was in abeyance ponding that event, 

This phrase, which, in fact, oxprossed no more than the truth, appears to. solve 
difficulty, 

His Highness returned with great insistence to question of payment for two or 
three months more of British share of monthly subsidy for Cossack division Io 
Guplasisod great daugor to now Goverment of prosonce in capita, and. still more at 
‘Tabriz, of a body of discontented men without employment or money, He feared eull 
‘moro that when it became known that payment had been discontinued divisien tconea 
by its Itussian officers, would raise flag of revolution, 

Thero was also possibility that division might be required for use against 
Jangalis. ; 

He begged me tlicrefore very earnestly once more to represent, his request to His 
Majesty's Government, and I promised to do so, 

Tiere ie no GOUBE mush Loree te geet he says: Persian Government. are 
certainly not strong enough at present to suppress a rising of division without, hi p of 
British troops, | Tieir holp could be given, but their use in capital and [ate at 
inauguration of now era from which all hope so much, hy seenes-of disordes and 
Hloodshied would greatly injure position of Goverauient, while effect of a rising of 
Cossacks at Tabriz might, if they jomed Democrats, lead to. final severance of 
Avertaijan from Persia. 

After a month or two, when a popular Goverment lias appensed general 
discontent as T believe it will have, it may be hoped that question ‘will be cettlod 
satisfactorily. 


Th any case, if it is found! impossible to comply with 
neither ho nor any of his associates will undertake to form a Goverament, and 1 doube 
whether any statesmen of another political complexion will do so either.

In that case he woul 
Chius be able to take ofce at once, aud at least two or they prusious days would bo 
saved, He promised to do this, 

He feels absolutely confident that both Mustauf-ul-Mamalek and Mulhbar-es-Sum 
are wholeheartedly with us, and [ have good reason to believe that he is right,

Aéting Minister for Foreign Affairs informed me a few days ago that Persian 
Government have accepted in general terms an offer from French Government to 
supply them, on prosentation of conditions, with wirelese installation out. of surplus 
‘war supplies anid also services of wireless operator now attached to French Legation, 
but that-no definite action will be taken until Persian telegraph administrations have 
éxamined and reported on the subject, I will remind Persian Government of 
assuruices given by the then Persian Minister for Foreign Affairs to Sir Walter 
Pownloy (see his despatch No, 2, Commercial, of 24th October, 1912), and point out 
that we have a right to be consulted in advance on wireless questions and cannot be 
expected co approve of arrangements which indicate tendency to create special relations 
wvith Franco int this connection. 

{cannot trace any reply from this Legation to last paragraph of your telegram 
No. 640 of 1919, but am of opinion that it is desirable to open negotiations with 
Persian Government on lines indicated by India Office in order to strengthen our 
position in this question,
